Harris ia the meantime was 
elected Chairman and Grady had return- 
ed to near the door, at the rear of the 
hall, when Terry returned and spoke to 
Grady, applying an opprobrious epithet 
to him; at the same moment he struck 
Grady a violent blow in the face. Grady 
staggered backwards and was caught by 
a friend, and immediately both reached 
baok for their pistols, bat Grady drew 
first and fired at Terry three times. 
One ball struck Terry in the left arm, 
passing through the muscles and graz- 
ing the bone. Tha combatants ware dis- 
armed and separated. The hall was 
crowded and the wonder is that some of 
the audience were not injured. 


There is one point, however, respect- 


ing tariff and revenue reform that has 
been evaded, which the Democracy 
should have spoken oat upon boldly 
and without equivocation, which is the 
taxation of raw materials imported for 
use in manufactures in this country and 
on shipbuilding materials. The tariff 
upon these should be taken off, and that

PUOVES TOO MUCJI. 


The Alta, "whose position on the nnti- 


monogoly issue is unquestioned, comes 
to the defense of Cleveland, and de- 
clares that he is not a monopoly man 
And here is tha proof, says the Alta, in 
substance. "Here is what he said in 
his letter of acceptance of the nomina- 
tion for Governor of New York." It 
then proceeds to quote, with a nourish 
of trumpets, the 
following 
extract 


"Corporations are created by the law 
for certain denned purposes, and are 
restricted in their operations by specific 
limitations; acting within* their legiti- 
mate sphere, they should he protected, 
but when by combination or by the ei- 
ercise of unwarranted power they op- 
press the people, the same authority 
which created them should 
restrain 


them, and protect the right of the citi- 
zen." 


According to the AHa's ideas this 


settles the whole question, but the in- 
telligent public will scarcely accept as 
proof, the bid for votes made before 
election, in preference to the subsequent 
performances. 
The New York elevated 


railroads were restricted,in their opera- 
tions by specific limitations, notably 
that when the profits exceeded ten per 
cent on the actual investment, the rates 
of fare should be reduced. This limit 
was speedily reached and overcome, anc 
as the custom goes, they all consoli- 
dated and watered their stock, so that i 
represented far more than the cost o 
the roads, and than claimed that they 
were entitled to ten per cent, on the 
watered stock. This claim was allowed 
by Cleveland when he "protected" them 
with his veto. If this consolidation wa 
.not a "combination," or the exercise o 
unwarranted power to oppress the peo 
pie, we should like to have it more de 
finitely analyzed and its status defined 
"The 
same authority which createc 


them should restrain them" said plum 
Mr. Cleveland, but Governor Cleveland 
held that they could not be restrained 01 
interfered with without an infringeinen 
on vested rights, and the impairment o 
the obligations ol a contract.) 


Did he endeavor to restrain the stree' 


car companies from working their men 
sixteen and seventeen hcnirs a day? On 
the contrary, the "rights of the citizen' 
protected by him in this instance were 
those of the wealthy stockholder. 


The tenement: house cigarmakers were 


not, it is true, employed by corpora- 
tions, but the principle in their case was 
precisely tho same as if they were. They 
were the victims of tho cupidity of rich 
taskmasters, who compelled them to 
imperil the health, if not the lives of 
their families, by manufacturing cigars 
in the small rooms where they lined 
and which were but illy ventilated un- 
der tha best conditions. The citizens 
whose rights he protected in this in" 
Stance were the wealthy manufacturers, 
who live on the fashionable nvenues 
and spend their summers ic Newporl 
and Long Branch. 


Whose rights did he protect when he 


vetoed the bill prohibiting tlie euiploy- 
meet of children under 14 years of age 
in factories? Certainly uot the rights of 
their citizen fathers whose wages would 
have been reduced by the children's 
employment, but^the rights of the cor- 
porations to obtain cheap labor. 


The Alta in parading the abovn quoted 


extract from Cleveland's letter written 
before his election as Governor, has 
proven too much. That the power oi 
his office was always used in. the inter 
ests of wealthy corporations and iudi- 
•viduals cannot be gainsaid, and by this 
showing he is also convicted of deceiv- 
ing the working people by false promises 
which he never intended to fulfill. 


A monster mass meeting was held in 


New York on Tnesdfcy evening .in the 
Grand Opera House which was addressed 
by Hon, "William M. Evarts, Gen- Joseph 
B. Hawley and others. The telegraphed 
reports, which are too long for our col- 
umns, show it to have baen overflowing 
•with enthusiasm. 
Mr. Evarts' speech 


was a model of wit and satire, and Gen- 
eral Hawley's full of earnest truth.

Sir Titon Salt of Saltaire, England, 


las closed a contract for the establish- 
ment or an iron plant at Dayton, Tenn., 
hvoving an investment of nearly £1,- 
000,000. Sir Titus represents a syndi- 
cate of Englishmen who several years 
ago secured a tract of 43,000 acres of 
land forty miles North of Chattanooga, 
on the Cincinnati Southern Railroad. 
This land has beau surveyed, iron ond 
coal deposits being found underlying 
most of it. Here two large blast fur- 
naces are to be built, railroads to the 
Xennessee river are being constructed, 
and it is expected that part of Tennes- 
see will speedily be opened up to gen- 
eral traffic and settlement. 


The foregoing item, which we find in 


an exchange, furnishes food for reflec" 
tion. It discloses one effect of our pro- 
tective tariff which is not generally con- 
sidered. The protection given to our 
iron industries, mining and manufactur- 
ing, has deprived England of the en- 
joyment of the American markets for 
tier own products, but we place no em- 
bargo on the importation of foreign cap- 
ital that may be sent here for the devel- 
opment and enrichment of this country 
Were the tariff on pig iron and iron 
goods abolished, Sir Titus would have 
invested his £1,000,000 in England, and 
flooded our country with articles man 
vifactured from the product of British 
mines, ia British factories, by British 
workmen and transported by British 
ships, and our own industries in that 
lino 
would 
of 
necessity 
have 


to succumb before an opposition im- 
pregnable through cheap capital and 
cheap labor. But as it is.Sir Titus pri- 
marily adds to the wealth of the coun- 
try £1,0000,000. 
This he invests in an 


iron plant, involving real estate, exten- 
sive buildings and costly machinery 
which is taxable, ha gives employment 
to hundreds, and perhaps thousands, 
of men in 
liis 
mining and man 


ufaotcrmg 
enterprises, 
his 
rail- 


roads to the Tennessee river from Day- 
tou nre expected to open up that part ol 
Tennessee to general traffic and settle- 
ment and furnish speedy and at least 
comparatively cheap transportation, and 
Sir Titus' great wealth is likely to 
provei a never failing bonanza to thai 
section of the country. His workmen 
will acquire homes, they will have to bs 
fed nod clothed, and their needs will 
prosper trade. 
An unoccupied country 


will be popxilated, ground heretofore 
unfilled will be made to yield crops, 
and as one industry begets another, the 
possibilities 
that 
may 
arise 
from 


this investment of foreign capital are 
beyond computation. This is the direcl 
result of protecting our own industries. 
The Sir Peters' of Great Britain want a 
hand in the American iron trade. The 
free traders would close down our own 
furnaces and factories and let them 
sapply it from British sources. The 
protectionists say to them, "All right 
bring your money over here, develop 
our resources, establish manufactories, 
give our people employment, pay taxes 
and in short, operate under the same 
conditions that we do, and you'are wal 
come," Would that there were less 
Free traders and more Sir Peter Sails

A TAI.lt WITH BUTLER. 


He Iliuts TU»t lie May Trouble 


Cleveland in 31 ew fork. 


DETEOIT, July 14.—General Butler 


was interviewed on the train while ou 
iis way from Chicago convention. 
In 


response to an inquiry he said: "I have 
never told any one that I should run as 
an independent candidate for President. 
My future course is not to be hastily 
settled; therefore I cannot now say what 
will or will not happen, so far as the 
coming election may depend upon me. 
Your idea that my candidanoy will draw 
support from both Democratic and Be- 
publioan parties, and that therefore, the 
totals will proportionately not affect the 
result much, my vote being the least, 
makes me but a fly on a wheel. There 
are hundreds of Congressional districts 
in which the election is settled by less 
than a vote of 500, one way or the other. 
Suppose men are organized for work in 
these districts, who will think it worth 
while to solicit their support? It is the 
men who want to be Governors and Con- 
gressman. Some men wish to be Presi- 
dent that they may send their names 
down in history. That motive does not 
affect me. My name will figure in the 
history of this country. The school- 
boys of the future will know of Butler 
when the names of some of the Presi- 
dents will be lost even to history. But 
there are many earnest and true men 
who feel that I represent them and that 
I should do so in a inoro active way. I 
received from many editors their papers 
published weekly in the smaller towns, 
not tbe great dailies of the land. They 
circulate among country people and in 
some instances they are the only papers 
taken. I feel that these men in their 
limited field must express the senti- 
ments of tUeir renders, the people who 
sustain the papers. They urge me to 
remain a candidate for President, to 
stand for the principles which they 
know I sympathize with. It is bast for 
them and for me? It is not a question 
of a minor office, I have already accept- 
ed the nomination of the Greenback 
party. The best things in the Demo- 
cratic platform I subscribe to. Some of 
them are substantially my own. I have 
met Governor Cleveland but once and 
havo no quarrel with him. Our careers 
have not been in the same field, he is 
not a representative of those principles 
in regard to the government of corporate 
powers, ^transportation, currency aud 
the labor question in which I believe. 
Let me make in plain to you why ho is 
not acceptable to the groat body of 
men." 


General 
Butler then recapitulated 


Cleveland's position on the Elevated 
Bailroad Fare bill, the oar-drivers' bill 
and the Orphan Asylum bill. 


"Now," continued General Butler, 


after this diversion, "New York is the 
battle-ground of this election. The 
work will be concentrated there. If I 
were to spread myself out thin over the 
country I could effect nothing. ,1 would 
be a fly on the wheel. A speech in 
Michigan, another in 
Ohio, one in 


Kansas and California would be of no 
avail but suppose I take New York, in 
military parlance mass my forces not 
weaken them in a long line? During 
the last campaign in Massachusetts I 
made sixty-three speechesin twenty-one 
days. Having the fervent co-operation 
ot the Auti-Mouopol'sts and Green- 
back Labor parties, something might 
be done. In thut case you might change 
the figures. You would not call me 
a fly on the wheel, but a bull in a 
china shop, or perhaps a jackass danc- 
ing among the chickens." 


Continuing, General Butler said:

HONEY-DEW HAT, 


A. Mew ana Valuable Grass Indlir,. 


liiona to tbe Soil of Wnslioe. 


Perhaps the most remarkable hay 


crop to be found in this State, if not on 
the Coast, is on John Boynton's ranch 
on Truokee Meadows. The grass is in- 
diginons to the soil and is called red- 
top, for the reason that in the field it 
somewhat resembles that species of 
grass, but it is not red-top. 
It inore 


closely resembles the mountain bunch- 
grass than anything else. It grows 
spontaneously on bottom lands, which, 
a few years ago were so impregnated 
with alkali as to be practically worth- 
less. The alkali has been leached ouj 
by irrigation, and nature, unassisted, 
haa produced the grass here mentioned. 
It affords but ono crop iu the Jyear. arid 
yields about three tonrj to the acre. But 
the most remarkable thing about this 
grass is the honey-dew with whioh it 
is thickly coated every year. This year 
the honoy-clew is umisually heavy, so 
much so, lhat by grasping in the baud 
a bunch of the grass growing anywhere 
in the field the stalks will stick together 
as if waxed. It ia claimed that one ton 
of it is worth three tons ot ordinary hay. 
Mr. JBoynton will harvest nearly 400 
tons of this hay on land that ten years 
ago ho considered absolutely woith'.oss. 
If any one desires to examine this 
Washoo production they will find a 
sample on exhibition at Thyss & Co.'s 
saloon.

The upper limb of 
the crescent comprising nearly or quite 
one-eighth of the whole, seemed to have 
been broken off, while tho lower limbs 
showed the usual sharp point of the 
orescent. Had there been any clouds 
floating in the air tho apparent phe- 
nomenon might have been accounted 
for but there was not a cloud visible iu 
any part of the heavens. The strange 
deformity, 
so to 
speak, remained, 


though slightly diminished in size, un- 
til long after midnight, and was wit- 
nessed by a number of citizens whose 
attention was called to it. Some thought 
it to be caused by the transit of the 
dark moon which is supposed by some 
astronomers 
to exist somewhere in 


space between the moon and the earth, 
while others thought that a tremendous 
volcanic eruption on the moon had 
lopped off a portion of that planet 
It 


was a strange sight to say the least, and 
might furnish our astronomers some 
food for thought.
